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Native House. The residence of the Fiji native is a 
well built structure of wood, of one storey, the roof and 
walls being c osely thatched with grasses, ferns and the 
leaves of the cocoanut tree. The natives are fond of 
locating their huts amidst luxuriant vegetation, and if the 
natural resources of the spot do not come up to their re¬ 
quirements they will plant the environs of their house 
with palms and other trees till the place is a veritable 
bower. 
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
